United States Navy, shall cease on the 1st 
of July 1873. This is a step in the right 
direction, and the reform should be carried 
still farther.

The United States Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, and the Academy at West 
Point, arc yearly graduating more c Ulcers 
for the n ivy and the army, that can bi ' 
properly deposed of. There are already 
over seventeen huadreJ officers of all grades 
in the navy, and twenty-two hundred in 
the army. There are also JDO officers on 
the retired list drawing pay. Tins Gov­ 
ernment can utilize some ot lh'.se officers, 
and it can also put into someaetive’atrvice 
many of the surplus officers In the army 
and the navy. Hiving mere officerj thau 
the Government can use to an advantage, 
they should be placed in the consular ser­ 
vice. The benefit of this reform would re. 
form would be t we-fold,—the Government 
would 
send 
abroad 
educated 
and accomplished men, and would also 
save to the people hundred? of thousand^. 
of dollars annually. The character of the 
consuls would be materially advanced. 
Having graduated at a national academy 
under the most competent and thorough 
instructors in the country, they would 
bring to the position culture and training 
Which would be an honor to the consuls 
and a credit to the Government.

S t . P a u l , Mron., June 21.—The follow­ 
ing dispatch Las been received from a 
Pioneer Press reporter sent to Rush City-* 
“Your special correspondent has just arriv­ 
ed, from Grantsburg , where fie has sifted 
this ridiculous Iudlan scare to the bottom. 
I left that place at 5 o’clock, and at that 
hour had the pleasure of interviewing 
Sheriff Anderson, of Burnett county, who 
had just come in from a tour of observation 
to 
Rico 
Lake 
and 
other 
locali­ 
ties where the Iu liana were said to be 
thickest, and he announces that there is 
not the remotest foundation for the alarm 
that baa been created. The Sheriff met the 
well-koown Indian, ‘George Metras, who 
says that it wa9 reported among the In­ 
dians at Court Doreilli that there were 
200 warriors at that place, who embraced 
representatives of seven tribes, and who 
were about declaring war against the 
whites, but the 
Indians who spread 
the report was killed by his companions 
because they dreaded the effect of such re­ 
port?. On my return from Grantsburg the 
ferrymen on theist. Croix told me that an 
hour before two Indians passed there, both 
of whom bo knew, and one of them said 
his father, a Chippewa, had been killed, 
though he gave no particulars, so there

In shocking wheat, an advantage in cap­ 
ping it, is that the principal part of the 
wheat la less exposed to the action of the 
sun and winds, which cause the gram to j 
shrink. The grain In the cap-sheaves w ill, 
invariably be found to be more shrunken 
than in the sheaves set beneath them. ! 
There is quite a difference between shock-j 
ing and .capping wheat properly and in 1 
piling it up as it is too often done by in tl- 
pcricDced men and boys, who, though they ; 
possess the ability, have not the will to do 
it properly. 
The best way to set up a 
shock of twelve sheaves is ibis:

Several years ago I tried the experiment 
of raiding Hungarian lur a grass crop tor 
winter loediug, and so satisfactory were the 
refculie—to me—I have raised several acres < giving 
yearly since. 
There were many objection* 
offered—the exhaustive character ol Inc 
gr.iNs upon the aoli, and the extra labor lo 
prop*fly secure the crop, etc.; but I find 
that the* objections were, when tested, only 
myths. 
I do not regard it as a more ex­ 
haustive crop than oats. 
The* plan I fol­ 
low is to put about ten loads of barn ma­ 
ture pi r acre, plow about J“cVen or eight 
inches in depth, thoroughly lr arrow, bow 
about three peeks of seed per acre, then 
roil w iiii a moderately heavy land roller.

Wool at Twenty-five Gents. 
The first losd ot wool sold this season st 
an Interior town in Michigan, brought 25 
cents per pound- The Detroit Post makes 
the transaction the text ol the lollowing 
article: 
How can a wool-grower aff >rd to sell 
hts wool al 25 cents per pound? 
He prob­ 
ably cannot afford It, but is obliged to take 
the market price ii he sells at all. 
No 
farmer rn Michigan can raise wool for 25 
cent*, except at a loss, unless he has Sheep 
that will grow from six to eight pounds ut 
mil hatable Woo! per head. 
To make a 
small hying profit, the wool of a fljck of 
sheep should bi mg at least one dollar and 
e*?euty-fi?e cent* per head, or six pounds 
of wool average, but there are very lew 
Docks that will do this. It is a good Dock, 
as they go, that will average five pounds 
•I wool per head, and there are many 
fl leks that will not produce over lour and 
t half pounds of wool per head, average. 
The growers of wool should consider 
these lads, and an effort should be made 
to increase the production of pool. The pro 
cess of selection should be iu constant prac­ 
tice, and all sheep that fall below four sod 
shad pounds ol wool should be shoved out 
it the D >ck and sent to the shambles. 
Many wool-growers are producing wool 
ai a loss wbeu 25 cents Is the ruling price. 
The profit of a sheep is rn the increased 
weight of carc ass, rn the lambs, in the 
manure and in the wool. 
The expense is 
the pa-turc winter aud summer, the keep 
if winier, the care aLd trouble of feed­ 
ing, the cost ot shearing, the care of lambs, 
and the general attention which a flock ut 
cheep requires. 
Unless the profit exceeds 
the expense it is a losing business notwith­ 
standing the consideration^hat farm cconc* 
my is .generally advanced by the keeping 
of a flock of sheep. Now is the time for 
Avick masters to look this question In the 
face. Much can be doue to make the sheep 
a profitable farm animal. A better quality 
I wool eau be raised byjtbe use ot superior 
rams and the general character ol every 
Dock can be improved by a close system of 
sorting and selection. 
A good quality of wool ought to bring at 
least thirty cent* per pound, and on this 
basis every farmer who keeps sheep should 
calculate lo realize $1.75 per fleece, and 
$1.75 to $2 for his lambs. For • fiockmastcr 
to make auy money offs good flock of sheep 
requires more than ordinary attention to 
the details of breeding, feeding and selec­ 
tion. 
We expect to see this year’s clip ot wool 
sold at from thirty cents to thirty-five 
cents per pound. It ought to be at thirty- 
fiye cents. 
The producer has something to 
say about profit and loss, (or the loss is not 
all on the manufacturer. At tbirty-fiye 
cents the producer of wool is only getting 
his money bauk, providing his theep shear 
(rom five to six poULd* of maiketable wool 
per he d. It is ad very well to bay that 
the manufacturer must live. but the wool- 1 
growtr must live also. There are several | 
parties engaged in this living busiutss, one 
of whom is the sheep aud „anointr ;is the 
shepherd.
